Attwood, Kan., Jaly 20th, 190V. 

Kditor, Rooord-Freoa, Marion, Ky. 
I will write you about our crops. 
Crops is good so far in Northwest 
Kansas, and we are now harvesting 
wboot, oatt and barloy. Thoro was 
fOnr large wheat hoadora ranning on 
my farm laat week. It takes twenty, 
fonr men and forty head of horses to 
run these foar headers and thoy eat 
and put in stack from 10(t to 120 
acres per day. The harvest will last 
aboat throo wooko, if Iho woather 
continues good. So far, wo havo aot 
missed a day. 

I visited Uoxie, ivao., a few aays 
ago and had tho ploasat* of Mooting 
Frank Loyd, Collie Dollar, Frank 
Crayne, W. H. Clark, Henry Wilson 
and H. H. Morse, my brother, and 
they are all Kentaekiana and well 
pleased with Kansas, and they have 
fine crops this year and will make 
thonsaada of dollars. They did not 
say, bat. thoy aay be riding in auto- 
mobiles next year. I have a action 
of purchasing one, for they make a 
long road short. Wo havo good 
roads out here and as a rule, they are 
«iO feet wide that ia on all aaotion 
lines. 

This is eertaialy a hoaithy ooaatry. 

Our wells is from 150 to 200 feet 
deep, and this la a high altitude too. 
Cool nighta and warm days, bat we 
have a real sea breeio. 

Well Mr. Kditor come out and 
make us a visit some time if conven. 
iont, woald be glad to see yoa.
